Apvides recétved to-day from the North 

per Labourdonnais give us some fresh news 

of the Japanese complicacions. Chosiu has 
been beaten by the. troops of the Tycoon. 

It appears that he had accepted the terms 

offered him by the latter, but his retainers 

would not allow him to fulfil his part of 
the engagement ; 80 war became inevitable, 
and atifirst Chosiu was worsted. Just be- 
fore tlle mail left, however, news came that 
his troops had in turn defeated those of the 

Tycoon ; the fortune of war may therefore 

be said to‘vary on either side. 

The Gorojio has requested the foreign 
Ministers to consent to the closing of the 
inland sea while hostilities are going on—not 
by any means an unreasonable request, we 
should think, When pressed to explain to 
what extent they ineaut to cluse the straits 
of. Simdnosaki, they replied that “they 
were not very particular as io the mere 
passage through.” No answer lad been 
given by the foreign Ministers at the date 
of the mail’s departure. ‘ 

From Pexine we have no news what- 
ever, People up there have quite a talent 
for seclusion and non correspondence with 
the outer world. At Cuervo the Gaol 
seems to be of somewhat flimsey materials, 
as an European prisoner has twice escaped 
within a short time. : 

From Hanxow we leafu that the water 
has at length ceased rising, though there is 
jno apparent decrease ; humorous: descrip- 
tions are given of people cruizing round 
their billiard tables in sampaus, and we

We confess to some sympathy with these 
longings (being of Hongkong—Tongkong- 
itish) but fear that this wicked and per- 
verse. generation of officials who now oc- 
cupy our high places are not likely to re- 
cognize the necessity of giving Hongkong 
the proud preeminence she covets, and 
would suggest a few of the reasons which 
probably influence the minds of our stiff:

In the first place the Governor is Goy- 
ernor of Ilongkong—a statement which 
some of our readers may. consider more 
true than new. “But we mean to im- 
ply that bis. business lies in Hongkong 
alone: that he has to govern Hongkong ; 
and that there. would be just as much 
reason in making the Governor of Jamai- 
ca Minister to Washington also, as in 
placing the Governor of Hongkong in 
direct relation with the Chinese Govern- 
ment——in fact far more, in view of the 
special character of our relations with 
‘China. In the old times it was, different. 
Canton was the residence of the Commis- 
sioner for. all foreign affair, and the Gov- 
eruor of ‘Hongkong was also. British Mi- 
nisier. ‘But when: we began to treat di- 
rectly with the central. Government at 
Peking, we did away with that. arrange- 
ment and appointed a Minister at Peking ¢ 
and as the Governor of Hungkong cannot 
possibly reside at Peking it is absurd to 
suppose (even were there no other reason) 
that he could be our Minister to China. 
The great grievance, however, is that he 
is not Superintendant of Trade. But 
what is implied by that title and why is 
tle. Minister appointed’ to that post? 
Because he is in the first place in direct 
prsonal communication, with the Chinese 
Goverment which the Governor of 
Hongkong ¢ uld vot ba, as shewn above ; 
and in the second place because he is thus 
enabled to promulgate with due authority 
the result of the diplomatic negocintions le

Clauses I to VI provide for the esta- 


blishment of a Stamp Office, appointment of 
‘collectors, aud for imposition of a Stamp 
; duty. 


If-any Person: shall draw or ex- 
‘ cept us provided in section XXVII of this 
Ordinauce, shall accept, endorse, negotiate;

four months’. sight. -In reference to this 
subject the Oriental Circular. observes— 

The present ordinary term is six months’ 
sight, and the measure hus obviously been 
adopted with the praiseworthy object of 
lessening risk, but it is questioned if it 
will answer. In a majority of cases it is 


said even the six months’ usance is in-, ' 


sufficient for the sending forward and rea- 
lisution here of the produce against: which 
the bills ‘are drawn; firms on this ‘side 
especially in the cage of cotton, being of- 
ten for a couple of additional months un- 
der. cash advance. They are, therefore, 
likely to direct their correspondents not 
“to draw upon them at less than the usual 
term, in which.case-the business.now de- 
clined by the banks in question will sim- 
ply be transferred to private banking and 
‘agency houses, ‘or to the banks that have 
refused to join in the new rule, It is 'de- 
sirable that the facilities. of credit so 
wildly* granted during the past. two or 
three years to’ weak speculators should bo 
cut off, and the shortening of the term of 
bills would contribute to that result, but.

The ordinary. half yearly general Meet- 
ing of the Sharehoklérs of the above named 
Bank was held at their Head Office, Ward- 
ley House, yesterday, forthe purpose of re- 
ceiving the repurt of the Conrt of Directors, 
ogetiier with-a state nont of accounts to 
he 30th Juue, 1868. 


The Honorable John- Dent, Esq-, Chair 
man of the Board, presided. ‘ 

Before commencing, Mr C: H. Storey 
begged to ask the Chairman whether there 
was any probability ef the proceedings of 
the day beiug invalidated by the full period 
of notice of the meeting, as required by the 
Articles of Association, not liaving been 
given. Pees 

The Chairman read ont clause 40 of the 
Articles, by which it appeared that ‘'14 
days at the least” were required. to be 
given. He then referred to the date of the 
advertisement, which proved to be the 4th 
August, but the Manager intimated that the 
announcement had appeared on the even- 
ing of the 8rd. > 

Mr Storey sail that the requisite notice 
had not evidently been given ‘but that he 
persoually. had no objection to urge; he 
wished, however, for a legal opinion on tbe 
point. . ¢ 

The ‘Chairman’ expressed. his inability 
to give a “legal” opinion, and as 
the-legal adviser had not arrived, his only 
course would be to put the question Ao the 
Meeting. This was accordiugly done, and 
it was unanimously ‘decided tu proceed to 
business. 

The Chairman after reading the Direc- 
tors’ report (which appeared in owr issue of 
the 15th instant) congratulated the Share- 
holders upon its favorable nature. With 
regard to that portion of it baviug reference 
to the Incorporation of the Company, he 
thought they might consider that the Or- 
dinance had passed into Law with someslight 
alterations which were to the Company’s 
advantage. Iu reference to the new Capital 
there could be little or no doubt that the few 
remainiug shares wopld be taken up. The 
number wmappropriated was under 1,000, 
and it was the intention to announce by 
advertisement that the period of -applica- 
‘tion would expire on the Sist instant. 
The Chairmaa concluded by moving the 
aloption of the Reportyewhich w: wuded 
by the Deputy Chaigh 
Nissen). ee 

The Chairman laving invited expressions 
of opinion, Mr R.S, Walker (aftera consider 
able pause) rose to make a few brief reanarks 
and to put a few questions which he hoped 
would not be ecvnsidered beyond the 
bounds of pertinence. He would venture 
to suggest that in future repurts'| the ab- 
stract of Liabilities and assets, and of Profit 
and Loss account, be furnished in soime- 
what greater detail. He liad compared ihe 
preseutreport with the last, aud had found 
the information givenin the present one 
less full and complete. 
abstract of Liabilities and Assets it might 


of keeping the accounts, but in proof of the 
correctness of bis assertion he would puint 
out that in the previous abstract two very 
heavy sums appeared, one of no less than 
$3,593,430.75 under the head of assets, and 
one of §1,548,219.18 wnoder ‘the head of 
Liabilities. he sums were credited and 
debited respectively to ‘* Branches, and 
Agencies.” In the present abstract 
‘Branches and Agencies ” did not figure at 
all, and ‘no doubt these amounts had been 
merged with others on either side of the 
the account before ‘completing the 
abstract, and that a few words} would 
explain this’ appearent discrepancy. He 
found no distinct entry shewing the Bank’s 
liability on their issue of notes. Hetwas 
aware that resident Shareholders could ob- 
tain this information from an examination 
of the monthly returns in the Gove¥umerit 
Gazette, but he thought the report would: 
be more complete if the item of notes were 
made a distinct eutry in the balance Sheet 
Abstract. - fle would also suggest in regard 
to the Profit aud Loss Abstract. that,-in 
future, in place of the nett profits only being 
given, the gross profits shoulil be stated on 
one-side of the account and the interest 
and gross expences ou the other sides and 
in support of the reasonableness of the 
suggestion he produced the last report of 
the Agra and Mastermiu’s Bank, wiiiel: 
supplied these particulars to its: Share- 
holders. . He also had with him several 
other reports, amoung which he might uame 
tlie China Fire Insurance Company’s ayd 
the Peninsular and, Oriental Conpany’s. 
Neither he uor any other Shareholder re- 
quired to know auything that they ought 
not be‘ tuld, nor anythiig the publication 
of which the conipetitors of the Bank wight 
turn to their own purposes ; but he thought 
that the Abstracts might be made rather 
more full without injury to the Bauk. 
He presumed by the absence of ail allusion 
to the Commercial Bank, that either they 
were not involved with that Establishueut, 
or that some set off had been’ arrange. 
He now came to that part of the report in 
which the name of the. Agra and Master- 
mau’sa Bank was introduced, and he would. 
like to know, if it were cnivenient, what 
amount the Bank stood to lose in all, sau- 
posing for the sake of cwleulation that the 
Agra paid nothing in the Pound. If he 
understood the report correctly there was 
vuthera large suin of say about §81,000 
carrie forward to meet the contingencies 
ander this head ; and supposing the Agra to 
pay: their Crediturs 15 shillings in the 
pound (which was the most unfavoruble 
view he had heard of thefprobable result of 
the wiuding up) $81,000 wouid represent a 
liability of nearly 3; Lacs, which appeared 
ty him ‘to be a very-héavy sum. While oa 
the subject of the Agra Bank he would 
wish to know whether there was any truthin 
the current report; that in consequence of 
priyate inforuiation sent te the Agent of 
the Hongkong and Shaughae Bank, he ne- 
gotiated a large amount of Bills. on the 
Agents of the Bank in Hongkong and Lou- 
don’ to the Agent of thy Agra Bank at 
Shanghae, who was in iguovance of the fai- 
lure of his Bank, it’being the intention of 
the Hot gkong Bank, in place of honoring the 
Bills, to pluwe these amounts a3 a Set off 
aguinst ‘a debit or debts incurred by the 
Agra Bank with the Hongkong Bank be- 
fore the suspension of the former. jHe 
hoped that the Chuirnian could contra:lict 
the report altogether for if not be Mr 
Walker, could uot but think it was a most 
unfortunate transiction. There > was also 
a report that the Bills on ‘Hougkoig had 
stuce beea honored, and he only hoped that 
it was uot too late to arrange that those in.) 
Loudon should be similarly treated. 


His-conclading question had reference 
to the Audit, and he would’ preface it by 
seying that it was absurd to suppuse that 
auy remark or question he or, any other 
Shareholder might pub- could be intended 
to convey any want of eyntidence in such a- 
diréctivn,’ and such Auditors, The same 
remark equally applied to their Manager, 
whom they all held in such respect and 
esteem; but it mast not be forgotten that 
he could not be with them for ever, aud on 
his (Mr. Kresser’s) account he would not 
wish such a thing.

village here skirting the bay, and mounting 
the hill by a good road on’ the other side, 
We patse a moment to look back on the 
plaia and Harbour of Yokohama, the latter 
dotted with siips of all nations, and then 
descending the other side find ourselves in 
the wide plain, prutected on the sea side by 
an embankment which forms the level 
throngh which the Tosaido or great high 
road takes its way. Guard houses with field 
guns seem not uncommon as we have al- 
ready passed three which at any rate serve 
either to guard the foreiguers from intre- 
sion from the outside as welt as preventing 
their esit- without the knowledge of the 
Yakonius: After about a mile or two's 
ride our path entera the Tocaido which at 
this point is a wide well kept road bordered 
by houses on either side aud winding past 
the spurs of the hills, and up through the 
the village of Kanagawa on our right. It 
skirts the bay for a short distauge and pas- 
vs on tirough the usual lovely -sceuery, 
and with a fair riding road generally occn- 
pied by numbers of pedestrians and pilgrims 
to the sacred. shriues, or isionally by a 
Daimio’s train of followers (oho are better

1862, but it is intended to procure a moro 
convenient plice.

the centre of the city is the official quarter 

and a small river runs through the trading 

portion of town. The English Legation of 

fog yee. is most beantitully sicuated in 
sume temple grounds close to one of the 
landing places at the Southern end of the 
city whence it is approached through a 
shady avenue crossed by sume fine entrance 
yates which ‘lead through a very pretty 
enclosure ornamented with trees and ponds 
into -a fittle dell surrounded by. shrubs 
where the house is built. Itis.a pretty ro- 
tire{ spot but has had a rather exciting his- 
tory, for ithas beeu twice attacked by hostile 
Japanese, and its courtyards have witnessed 
the clash of steel-and the varying fortuues 
of a hand to hand fight. The bearers still 
bear the marks of sword cuts made during 
the last attack. The first place yeuerally 
visited, and whence a goud view of the city 
can be obtainedis the Atango “‘ Yama” or 
hill of the God Atango which is ascended 
by along flight’ of steps leading to a large 
level plave where there are a uumber of tea 
houses and a small temple. Whilst we are 
finishing a cup of tea brought by oue of the 
blogming and rather pretty waitresses, we 
shall be able to form an idea of the vast 
size of the capital, A.mass of wuses 
broken by temples and groups of trees lies 
on all sides alinost as far as the eye cau 
reach, and skirts the long carved outline of 
the waters uf the bay. «That lofty erevtion 
on the left, or rather that massive series of 
walls and towers, is the Oshero or Tycoou’s 
palace and surrounding it, between it and 
us, lie the large enclosures of buildings oc- 
eapied ‘by tie Daimios and their retainers, 
while buyoud the houses to the westward 
rsa ratige of hills dutied with temples 
wish shuts out 4 large. and populous 
suburb Indeed there is no point whence 
a.complete view can be obtained, and it is 
only by riding through the town that we get 
an appreciation of its great size. Leaving 
Atango Yama we cross, after a short ride, the 
first or outermost of the official quarters 
which is supplied with water from the river 
tu which we have referred, and here the 
scene chauges from the busy populous town 
to the quiet broad street bordered by care- 
fully shut in enélosuresand well drained by, 
deep gutters on either side. The roads are 
clean, aud good, and.of great width, but 
there seem to be but few. wayfarers and 
those almost entirely of the Yakovin. class, 
- ‘Phe Taskkis or houses on vither side present 
simply a blank stone wall to the street in 
which there is the huge ‘wooden gateway, 
always shut, marked with the crest of the 
princely owner, and there isa generally an air 
of watch and guard displayed everywhere. 
Coming to the inner moat we find facing us 
the lofty walls of uricemented stone that 
face the hill on which the ‘‘Oshoro” is 
built, but they do ‘nét seeni to be fortified,

can see, of piles of buildings similar to those, 
in the other parts of the city with numerous 
trees overshadowing them. Wide and 
good bridges connect it with the rest of the 
quarter, but everything is jealously guarded 
and no European is allowed within the pre- 
cinets. It was at the commencement of 
oneof the bridges that the celebrated assassi- 
nation of the Gotavion or regent took place 
some years ago, and few thimgs give onea 
better idea of the feudalism of Japan than 
the account of the attack on an armed re- 
tinue by asmall number of hostile retainers 
in the heart of the great city; 1t almost 
carries us back to the days when Guelph 
and Ghibbeline fought out their quarrels 
in the streets of Florence, and itis this more 
than anything else that makes Japan so 
striking and imparts to it that aspect of Ro- 
mance which in these sober 19th century 
days seems to be connected with no other 
country. The temples in Yeddo are very 
fine and, judging fromthe numbersof people 
present, are very popular. The one most 
visited is the temple of Asaca about five 
or six miles from Tozengee, the road to 
which -lies. through the trading quarter, 
aud is remarkable not only for the extent 
of the buildings and grounds, : but from 
a singular fact that it is dec rated with the 


‘likenesses pf famous courtezans and pos- 


sesses gardens famous throughout Yeddo for 
lt is a tiresome 
walk from Tozengee, and the distance quite 
warrants a ride“and. indeed it is generally 
best go-to mounted asit prevents the crowd 
froni coming inconveniently near. On arriv- 
ing at the entrance, consisting of a fine and 
lofty gateway ornamented with two huge lan- 
terns and of course elaborately carved, we 
pass up dn avenue bordered on either side 
by shops in which all sorts of toys, &c., are 
sold, and which somewhat puts one iu mind 
of the Arcades in London from the strange 
vaviety of things sold there; leaving on 
either hand a emall temple or shrine we 
come to the principal building a large 
rectangular edifice with the usual heavy 
roof aud ascended by ‘steps leading to @ 
platform or balcony, on which the doors 
open, ‘The interior is not striking; the 
usual amount of incense and monotonous 
noisé, the ordinary crowds of priests and the 
indiffereutly executed pictures. before re- 
ferved to, are seen as in all similar temples, 
but the grouuds are pretty and the amuse- 
ments numerous, One building is devoted 
to a series of scenes from sumé play or his- 
tory and contains nearly life size figures well 
painted in the somewhat conventional na- 
tive style and dressed in appropriate cos- 
tmnes. A small tariff of a few tempos is 
charged for taking visitors round, and the 
story connected with each is told hy the man 
in charge somewhati n the same styleas-that 
of au English showman. Others are fitted 
up for shooting, with minature bows, arrows 
at a mark, and contain as mall collection 
of zoological specimens, while the gardens 
are much frequented by the Yeddites when 
out for a holiday, Another place of amuse- 
nent aud which is noted for its picturesque 
gardens and tea houses is that of “ Ogee” 
where the hunting grounds of the Tycoun, 
and also an: Imperial archery ground are 
situated. It is distant 8 or 10 miles from 
Tozengee, and the road to it passes through 
some beautiful scenery in the suburbs of 
the city. This finishes the most prominent 
or most visited spots in Yeddo, but of course 
there is quite enough of interest in the 
streets and quarters, in its many temples 
and beautiful neighbourhood to employ a 
inuch longer time than.we have devoted to 
it, and sa returning to Yokohama we will- 
prepare. tv proceed to another of the cele- 
brated sights in the neighbourhood—the 
temple of Kamakura and: Diboots,

(Auswer to Benedicls Inquiry’ about the 
Japanese Murriage Cerenony.) 

~The lower orders of the Japanese employ 
some married couple to make matches for 
their sons, aud these agents are called 
nakodo, or go-betweens, . Bétrothal some=- 
times takes place in the infancy or child- 
hood of ties, but is very often -deferred 
till they are old enough to wish to have 
some voice in the matter themselves, which, 
-however, is deuied them if they have pa- 
rents living. When, by reason of the death 
of his pareuts, a young nan is left free: to 
manage the matter in-his own behalf, he 
chooses a pair of go-betweens fiom among 
his friends or acquaintance, and through 
them makes inquiries for a suitable help- 
mate, and when they report the ‘discovery 
of one, he sends them to solicit her hand 
of her parents. 

If the proposal suits her parents, the 
bargain is made, and by their connivance a 
mevting is arranged to take place betwen 
the young people at some tea house, unless 
they already know each other ‘by sight, 
where tlie betrothed can only. cast. sly 
glances at each other, but are perinitted to 
hold no conversation, 2s thatin the present 
stuge of affairs would bea breach of Japanese 
etiquette. 

In arranging matters for the wedding, 
fixing the day forit, de , other go-betweens 
are employed, whose office expires only 
when the two are made one. First; the 
young bridegroom sends the go-between’ 
with the preseuts.to the parents of the bride 
elect. These may consist of a. variety of 
things, varying according to the taste or 
ability of the bridegroom, or hig parents, 
provided only that certain things are in- 
cluded in the number; as, for instance, 
some edible seaweed, and noshi, or strips 
of dried and powdered Awabi. The pre- 
paration of the latter is made chiefly in the 
department of Iser. If noshi cannot be 
obtained, a kind of dried fish will answer 
the purpose. But, whether the presents be 
few or many, the bridegroom must send a 
written list of the articles along with them, 
for which a specified. form is. furnished in 
the Japanese works on the subject. 

These presents being received, and the 


wedding day being fixed between the 
and .the go-betweens,:

day she is met at the entrance of the house 
by certain females employed to receive her, 
called matchi-joo-reo, who conduct her into 
& separate apartment where she takes a 
little rest. It should be stated that she 
left her father’s house having her head 
covered with a wata-booshi, a cap made-of 
floss pik, which entirely conceals her head 
and face from view, and ia not removed 
until sho has become a wife. When a 
buflicient time has elapsed for the bride to 
Tefresh herself, both she and :the bride- 
groom proceed separately to the best room, 
where the young man seats himself at one 
end of the tokonoma, a sort of open closet 
or.recess in the wall opposite to the en- 
trance, which is considered the most honour- 
.able place in a Japanese house. And the 
young lady takes her seat at the. opposite 
end of the tokonoma, The go-betweens 
also sit.down, the male by the bridegroom, 
and the female bythe bride: Two other 
attendants, male and female, usually young 
persons, each bearing a véssel with a long 
handle, used as a receptacle. for saki, are 
likewise present to wait upon the bride and 
bridegroom and fill their cups. The long 
handle flasks have a paper butterfly fastened 
to éach ; a large and a small one to repre- 
senta male anda female butterfly. ‘The 
attendants who bear them’ are therefore 
called by these names; and the idea ex- 
pressed by the symbol is that, as butterflies 
always go. in pairs, so the husband and 
wife should accompany each other through 
life with a like constancy. ee 
Between the bride and groom is placed a 
tray. bearing three lacquered cups, one 
upon another, the smallest at the top. The 
two butterflies pour a little saki from. both 
their flasks into the uppermost. cup, while 
the bridegroom holds it ‘to be filled, gras- 
ping it with both hands. He then sips the 
wine three times, in a very slow formal 
mauner, and passes the cup to the bride, 
who takes it in« her hands ‘and takes three 
similar sips under cover of her veil, when 
she hands the cup to the female butterfly, 
who “sets it aside. The second cup, aud 
the third, are filled and emptied in like 
manner, so that each party drinks. nine 
times. Hence this ceremony is called. sun- 
sau-kudo, and forms the most important 
part of the nuptial rites, for it makes. the, 
parties husband and wife. While this 
drinking is going on, one or two male 


same room, chanting songs of. congratula- 
tion to the happy pair. They are now 
married, and the bride and groom proceed 
to another room, where they pay their 
respects to her parents, by drinking saki 
together : nominally, but not really going 
through the san-san-kudo again.- After 
that. they are conducted to another rovm 
where the bride removes her veil, and ex- 
changes her white dress for one of bright 
aud gay colours; aud the groom puts on 
the kami-shimi, or. Japanese full dress, 
distinguished by the winy-like shoulder 
pieces, and full trousers ; and then agin

This being done, there follows a feast to 
all in the house, who assemble in one room, 
and regale themselves with the fare that is 
set before them; and having kept up the 
festivities till about the dawn of day, the 
wedding party breaks up. Three days after, 
the. bride usually pays a visit to her own 
parents, “when another entertainment is 
inade, to which the relatives of the family 
are invited. 

Henceforth the married woman is regard- 
‘ed ‘as haviug been absorbed, as it were, 
into the family of her husband, and to have 
sundered her relationship to her father’s 
house.
